He^said that approximately once 


a month, the water pressure is ex- 
tremely low, while as a rule, it's 
never particularly strong.

Chief Keyser checked water pres- 
sure by opening a fire hydrant at 
the 900 block on N. Dement av. 
Pressure was low. 


Seeking an 
explanation, The' 


Telegraph question-id Glen F. Coe, 
secretary-treasurer and manager 
of the Dixon Water Co. 


Coe gave two main reasons for 


low water pressure. 


1. — The block in question is the 


highest point in the city of Dixon. 
2. — At the request of area resi- 
dents, water mains were being 
flushed this morning, causing pres- 
sure to drop. 


Normal Pressure 


Even under normal pressure, 55 


pounds per square inch, the North 
Dement avenue area elevation Is 
too high to receive the same pres- 
sure as in lower sections of the 
city. 


The only way to remedy this, Coe 


said, would be to install a booster 
pumping station to serve that spe- 
cific area or increase pressure 
throughout the maze of city water 
maim. 


It isn't practical to do the latter, 


he said. There would be a constant 
threat of bursting mains throughout 
the city. 


Coe said it would take approxi- 


mately 100 pounds pressure 
a 


square inch to satisfy the needs of 
North Dement avenue residents. 


And 
still, , increased 
pressure 


would not suffice because the con- 
tractors who built homes there in- 
stalled water pipes too small, he 
added. 


He contended that -for a half 


hour this morning, at the approxi- 
mate time of the complaints, when 
mains were being flushed, water 
pressure in Dixon dropped from 55 
to 50 pounds, a loss of five pounds. 


At the lowest point in Dixon, 


Swissville, normal water pressure 
is about 75 pounds. Increased pres- 
sure would bust the mains, Coe 
said.

millionaire father. 
The greater portion of this money was 


recovered, FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover said in Washington. 


A woman and a man were 


arrested by police at St. 
Louis. They are Mrs. Bonnie 
Brown Heady, 41, and Carl 
Austin Hall, 37. 


St. Louis police arrested Hall on 


a tip that he was spending a lot 
of money. He was questioned by 
police 
from 
midnight Tuesday 


night until 8:15 a.m. today. 


Breaks' Down 


Then he broke down and admit- 


ted the kidnaping. Implicating Mrs. 
Heady. Police picked up.the wom- 
an at a St. Louis apartment which 
the couple had shared after arriv- 
ing In St. Louis last Monday. 


Hall said he and Mrs. Heady had 


an argument and he had left the 
apartment after glvjng her $2,000. 


Both Hall and -Mr*. Heady ad- 


mitted taking the child, but Hall 
Insisted he found the >oy, dead the 
day of the kidnaping, police said. 


"My God. I didn't .plan to harm 


the child," police ! quoted him as 
saying.

•I'rofesse* Ignorance 


Mrs. Hall, a childless divorcee, 


told police she didn't know she 
was' participating In a kadnaplng. 
She professed ignorance of the 
boy's death, they .said. 


In Washington, Hoover said Hall 


had admitte'd' shooting the boy. He 
added that Hall, nn ex-convict, and 
the woman had implicated Thom- 
as John Marsh, 37. Both 'Hall and 
Marsh have served terms in the 
Missouri state penitentiary. 


Murder and kidnaping both are 


punishable under Missouri law by 
a maximum penalty of death in the 
gas chamber.

Hall was reported to have had 


$300,000 ransom money In his pos- 
session when arrested. 


Bobby's badly decomposed body

"Gib- 
berella," and brown rot, "Dyllo- 
dla." 
If. you break off one of these 


broken, down stalks at the lower 
joint, you probably will find a 
brownish discoloration inside and 
on the outside of the stalk. Many 
small brownish dots may be seen. 
These spots are fruiting bodies for 
next year's brown rot. For the red 
rot you will find local sheath and 
node spots reddish in color after 


• cutting a stalk down the middle 


near the" base. 
• After checking on the broken 
stalks in your field, you may de- 
termine whether or not you should 
continue with the" same variety of 
corn. Some varieties are more re- 
sistant than others.

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At 107, Mrs. Johnson's Undefeated 
Sculptress-Suffragette May Still See Her Museum-Dream Come True 


By PATH SIMMONS 


WASHINGTON- (NBA) —Sept. 


M mall delivery picked up to the 
old row house where Adelaide 
Johnson lives. 


Others brought birthday greet- 


ings in person to this 107-year-old 
woman who's made plenty of 
Washington headlines in her day. 


The tiny, blue-eyed centenarian 


U the official sculptress and one 
of the few survivors of the suffra- 
gette greats. 


She knew and lived with Susan 


B. Anthony, She shook hands with 
Abraham Lincoln. In her life she 
baa traveled by stage coach and 
sky coach, and has crossed the At- 
lantic 76 times. 


* » * * 


As In other years, a birthday 


cake and a speck of wine was but 
a part of Mrs. Johnson's birthday 
celebration. Admirers deluged her 
with enough orchids to turn the 
head of a debutante. One recent 
year she received 103 of them. 


There have been birthdays when 


Mrs. Johnson received friends at a 
reception held right beside her 
famous 
"Woman's 
Monument," 


which stands in the crypt of the 
Capitol. 
Other works of Ade- 


laide's are in Rome and London. 


She studied in Europe under 


Monteverde and was presented to 
Queen Victoria. Mrs. Johnson Is 
especially proud of what George 
Bernard Shaw once said about her 
work. "Those are living people," 
is the way he put it. 


For some years now Adelaide's 


birthdays have been duly herald- 
ed by the local press, but not just 
because of her age or her art, 
however. The principal reason is 
that either Mrs. Johnson or her 
statues, or both, have been threat- 
ened with public eviction, no less 
than 21 times. 


* * » * 


These last seven year» she's been 


able to celebrate her birthday with 
a roof over her head only because 
of the kindness of a neighbor. As 
Septembers 
rolled 
around 
she 


found it more and more difficult 
to make ends meet. Then in 1939 
her small residence and studio- 
museum was sold at public auc- 
tion when she couldn't pay the 
taxes. 


But the distraught little woman 


Bimply refused to stand by and 
watch her dream go under the auc- 
tioneer's hammer. One day she 
had hoped to give her museum to 
the American people. 
It was to 


have been a place for the govern- 
ment to preserve the work of early 
American artists. 


So' she called the Salvation 


Army and asked them to send over 
a man with a sledge hammer. At 
her own word he hegan to demol- 
ish her life's work, nose by nose, 
chunk by chunk. She also called 
the press. Stunned reporters took 
one look at the chipped statuary 
and whipped back to their type- 
writers. 


Result was that Mrs. Johnson, 


plus a number of her works which 
had escaped the sledge, stayed on. 
Friends pitched in now and then 
to-help with the rent whenever a 
new eviction was threatened. Once 
the late Rep. Sol Bloom paid a 
back gas bill for Adelaide. 
• • * 


Nevertheless, seven years ago, 


Mrs. Johnson was forced to move 
out and leave her statues behind 
because the furnace was frozen 
and the place was in such disre- 
pair. Since then she's been liv- 
ing with a neighbor, Mrs. Meta 
Grace Keebler. 


Now only her statues are threat- 


ened with eviction, fairly regu- 


uring her life, she figures she put 
something like $40,000. 
If her museum-dream- comes true 
y Sept. 26, 1954, Mrs. Johnson 
eels she'll really have something 
o celebrate.

Most of her carefully pre- 
served documents on the woman's 
movement are the only ones in 
existence. 


But nothing takes the spunk out 


of Adelaide for long. She's come 
through a lot of crises in 107 years.

observers accurately forecast Mossadegh's ouster in secret 
dispatches to their home governments, suggesting they were 
privy to a plan of action. 


A key figure in the plan is alleged to have been the 


Shah's very bright twin sister, the Princess Ashraf. Re- 
ports have it that she employed her brains m several abor- 
tive plots against Mossadegh, until he finally had her exiled. 
But in Europe, she is said to have continued stirring up trou- 
ble against the former premier. She shuttled back and lorth 
from Rome to Paris to Switzerland. 


Meanwhile, at least four U. S. experts on Middle Eastern 


affairs left Washington this summer for various foreign des- 
tinations. By August 1, all of them had shown up m Tehran, 
the Iranian capital. 
Mossadegh had appealed to President Eisenhower May 


2B for financial help, but after waiting a month the presi- 
dent turned him down flat. Loy Henderson, our ambassador 
to Iran, left that country not long after Mr. Eisenhower 
sent his regrets. His goal: a vacation in Switzerland. 


Coincidentally, Allen Dulles, head of U. S. Central Intel- 


ligence, departed Aug. 10 from Washington, likewise for a 
Swiss vacation. To fan the flames of mystery, the Shah s 
sister also turned up in Switzerland about that time, follow- 
ine a quick trip to see her brother in Tehran. Reports sug- 
gest she had'tried hard to get the Shah to play a decisive 
role.in the events to come.• 
• • 


.Finally, Brig-Gen. H. Norman Schwarzkopf, an Ameri- 


can who had reorganized the Iranian national police force 
for the Shah, an assignment that took six years, bobbed up 
in Tehran on a summer vacation trip. He was visiting old 
friends."" Some think the timing of his visit, mid-August, 
suggests strongly he was intended to be a final messenger of 
persuasion at the Shah's palace. 


On Aug. 13, the Shah issued decrees ousting Mossadegh 


and naming his successor. Mossadegh thwarted the plot 
temporarily, and the Shah fled. But on Aug. 19 his forces 
rose up and smashed Mossadegh in an evidently well-man- 
aged revolt. 
It is possible that all the comings and goings set forth 


here were moves in a careful plan, that there was nothing 
of coincidence in the simultaneous presence of three key fig- 
ures in Switzerland. It is also possible that the revolt was 
a genuinely spontaneous uprising, and that everyone who 
said he was "on vacation" really was. 
If we did intervene, the truth won't be known for a good 


while. Meantime, we'll have to content ourselves with the 
facfthat it all makes a good yarn.

Wonder Drugs Spell Doom 
For Dangerous Nephritis

Bright's disease. Actually, nephrit- 
is nnd Bright's disease mean the 
same. The name Bright's is after 
Richard Bright, the famous Eng- 
lish 
physician who 
contributed 


much to the knowledge of nephrit- 
is. 


This is a disease of the kidneys. 


It may start suddenly, either im- 
mediately after an acute infection 
such as tonsillitis, pneumonia, or 
scarlet fever, or it may not show 
up until several months later. 


Occasionally it develops without 


any obvious reason though infec- 
tion is presumed to have been 
present. It may get worse for 
months or years and destroy more 
and more of the functions of the 
kidneys. If only one kidney is in- 
volved, it may never be noticed, 
but if both are attacked the condi- 
tion often grows worse. 


In acute nephritis the 


usually feels uncomfortab.le and 
may notice some ptiffiness under 
the" eyes. Swelling of the lower 
part of the legs and perhaps even 
bloody urine, slight 
fever 
and 


chilly sensations 
are 
common. 


Nose blcods, headaches, loss of 
appetite sometimes appear. 


The lessened amount of urine 


and its dark, bloody, or cloudy 


appearance 
a r e 
characteristic. 


Chronic nephritis starts more grad- 
ually, though the symptoms are 
like the acute variety but less se- 
vere. Accumlation of luid (dropsy 
or edema) is common. 


As soon as diagnosis has been 


made by means of examining the 
urine and the blood, treatment 
should be begun. In acute Bright's 
disease, bed rest is necessary. Diet 
is important and it is now devised 
to fit the ability of the kidneys to 
take care of the food eaten. 


Many years ago most patients 


were forbidden salted foods and 
proteins, but today more liberal 
allowances of these foods is fre- 
quently permitted.

In the chronic or long-lasting 


form of nephritis, special attention 
Is given to the accumulation of 
dropsical fluid. Drugs are frequent- 
ly used to stimulate the secretion 


patient of the urine and thereby remove 


Accu- 
mulated fluid inside the abdomen 
is often

needle.

The White House haa 
made it clear that: 


1. Barring unexpected emergen- 


cies, an average 10 per cent cut in 
individual income taxes will take 
effect as scheduled next Jan. 1. 


2. The excess profits tax on cor- 


porations will expire completely 
on Jan. 1. also as scheduled. 


Another point seems almost as 


certain. The administration prob- 
ably will stand pat on its request 
to keep regular corporation income 
taxes at the present rate of 52 per 
cent. This levy now is scheduled 
to drop to 47 per cent next April 
1. 


Two Coiin%CH 


President Eisenhower has sought 


to eliminate a national letail sales 
tax from the picture. That leaves 
two broad courses of action—jug- 


gling the present excise taxes, or 


uniform national sales tax at 


the manufacturers' level. 


Which way the administration 


will swing may hinge on the great- 
er revenue yield from a general 
manufacturers' sales tax, stacked 
against a hostile reaction in con- 
gress to such a proposal. 


Congressional tax authorities es- 


timate that one to three billions in 
revenue could be raised by refigur- 
ing selective sales taxes. The trend 
would be toward a more universal 
and uniform tax. 


Present rates include 20 per cent 


on the retail price of jewelry, furs, 
luggage, women's handbags and 
cosmetics; 10 per cent at the man- 
ufactuicis' level on autos, electric 
and gas stoves, refngeiators, dish- 
washers, television sets, ladios and 
some smaller appliances; 15 per 
pent on manufacturei.V sales of 
sporting goods; 20 per cent on 


manufactuiers' sales of cameras 
and film.

Some' of these lates are sched- 


uled to drop" on April 1, but that 
issue is likely to be 'lost in the 
broad excise tax revision program 
already forecast by Eisenhower. 


Some of the 10 per cent rates, 


for example, could be raised to 15 
per cent to help boost revenue and 
bring more uniformity. 


Tax writers could cast their eyes 


toward many items _not now cover- 
ed. Some of the possibilities, for 
example, might be furniture, rugs, 
linens, hotel and rounst court bills, 
laundry services, barber shops and 
beauty parlors, candy, soft drinks 
and clothes washers. 


Authorities estimate a 10 per 


cent tax on these new items, plus 
increases in some present excises, 
could produce l1^ to 2 billion dol- 
lars annually. 


The existing retail and manu- 


factureis' taxes mentioned above, 
which would be replaced under a 
general manufacturers' sales tax. 
now bring in about $3,300,000,000 
annually.

U. S. Debt 
Load Being 
Stretched 


By SAM DAMSON* 


NEW YORK <*>—Another try at 


stretching out the U. S. Treasury's 
load ot debt seems in the making. 
New York bankers think the money 
market is ripe for it and that this 
try might work better than the 
first one. 


What the Treasury does about 


the huge federal debt is no aca- 
demic matter. How the debt is 
managed can affect^ the money 
market, make ci edit easy or hard 
to get. push interest rates up or 
down, and tend to push prices 'of 
commodities up or down. 


It'H Your Money 


When the Treasuiy goes into the 


market to bouow money, it is bor 
rowing fioni the accumulated sav> 
ings of individuals or businesses. 
It is also competing with other in 
dtviduals and coiporatlons who 
want to boriow from this pool of 


savings. This competition affects 
merest rates and can make money 
tight. 


The Treasury has two chances 


coining up to Mi etch out its debt. 
One will be aiound the end of this 
month when it wants to boriow up 
to two billion dollats so it will have 
enough cash to pay its bills over 
the lest of the year. 


The other is Dee. 1 when a 10Vi 


billion dollar Tieasuiy issue ma- 
tuies and must be icfinanced. 
Some of thi1- icfniHiicing could be 
done thiough offenng long-teini 
bonds. But the fedcuil ic.scivc 
banks hold about 7'j billion dolluis 
of this i.ssue and they like to keep 
their holdings in bhoit-tcim issues 
to stay liquid. 


AIvAiijH Coming Duo 


The reason the Tieasuiy would 


like to sttetch out its debt is that 


oo much of it keeps coming due 
every little while so that the 
Treasury is always going to the 
money market to refund it at 
whatever interest rate it can get. 


Next year, for example, the gov- 


jinmcnt must icfund over 65 bil- 
lion dollars of short and long-term 
debt, which is one-fourth the total 
fedeial debt. And it may have to 
raise s>till moio "new money." 


Economists at the National City 


Bank of New York think the tone 
of the money maiket has recently 
improved. Money is moie abund- 
ant, 
corpoiate demand for it is 


less pic.ssing and interest rates 
have eased.

Defense Chief Doubts 
Russian H-Bomb Ready 
Wilson's Views Contrast 
With Others on Subject 


WASHINGTON W>— Secretary of 


Defense Wilson says he doesn't be- 
lieve the Russians will be ready to 
wage sustained atomic war within 
three years and that they may not 
have now an actual ready-to-use 
hydrogen bomb. 


Wilson told a news conference 


Tuesday that "to say they have 
a hydrogen bomb ready to drop 
and planes ready to drop them is 
perhaps stretching it a bit." He 
said he thinks the Russians are 
"three or four years back of us" 
in atomic weapons development. 


The secretary spoke only a few 


hours after President Eisenhower, 
in a talk at Atlantic City, N. J., 
had gravely recited the danger of 
atomic attack on the United States. 


Cite Contract 


The contrast between Wilson's 


words and the note of urgency 
sounded in the past by other ad- 
ministration officials made it evi- 
dent that Eisenhower faced some- 
thing of a problem in trying to get 
his official family to agree on 
whether there Is Imminent danger 
from Russian H-bombs. 


Moscow announced on Aug. 20 


that "the explosion of a type of 
hydrogen bomb was carried out

1. A statement by Mobilization 


Director Arthur S. Flemming-that 
Russia now "is capable of deliver- 
ing suddenly and without warning 
the most destructive weapon ever 
devised by man on chos'en targets 
in the United States." Flemming 
told newsmen he meant the hydro- 
gen bomb. 


Cole's View 


2. A statement by Rep. Cole (R- 


NY), 
chairman of the senate- 


house atomic committee, that Rus- 
sia has enough "deliverable" hy- 
drogen bombs. 


3. A comment Monday by Civil 


Defense Administrator Val Peter- 
son that he was "assuming" no 
one has a hydrogen bomb yet. 


The United States is widely as- 


sumed to have practical H-bombs, 
although no official statement to 
that effect has been made. 


The President avoided a time 


forecast or any flat claim that the 
U.S.S.R. has or doesn't have an 
actual hydrogen bomb when he 
spoke Tuesday at Atlantic City. He 
talked somberly of the "mysteries 
of the atom" being known to Rus- 
sia, . of atomic war which could 
bring "erasure of cities, windrows 
of unidentifiable dead, the possible 
doom of every nation and society." 


Cheers Them 


Senators Ellender (D-La) and 


Olin D. Johnston (D-SC) said Wil- 
son's statement was cheering to 
them, since it confirmed their own 
beliefs in the matter. 


"I have always doubted that the 


Russians were capable of doing 
some of the things people said they 
can do," Ellender said in an inter 
view. 


Johnston said It has been his 


belief that the Soviets haven't de 
veloped nuclear energy "to an ap< 
prcciable point." 


"Knowing the Russian people, I 


doubt they would be talking about 
t if they really had it," he ob- 
served. 


There was some speculation that 


Eisenhower's recital of the bomb- 
ng threat to America was the 
fore runner of boost in U. S. strik- 
ng power against art enemy. 


If the President's words don't 


mean that, Sen. Kilgore (D-WVa) 
said, Eisenhower is being "unreal- 
istic" in calling on the free world 
to "build, maintain and pay for 
a military might assuring us reas- 
onable safety from attack." 


Three Years Ahead 


Wilson said he thought American 


atomic weapons development was 
"about three years ahead of Rus- 
sian developments," and he added: 


"In other words, it would be'per- 


haps three years before they have 
a reasonable number of bombs and 
airplanes that could deliver them. 
. . . The'Russians are certainly not 
going to deliver one bomb with one 
plane and have nothing to back it 
up."
